Pa., from lifting the 
Mill Valley L ittle L eague’s 
charter. According to local Lit­ 
tle League officials, losing their 
charter had been the one thing 
that kept them from signing up 
Jenny.

dark blue baseball cap and 
jeans strode onto the Mill Val­ 
ley Middle School field to prac­ 
tice with the American Little 
League’s Bears as if she’d been 
doing it for weeks 
Even the

and she managed to wallop 
several balls into the deep re­ 
cesses of the outfield.

Committee To Subpoena 
Documents From Nixon 


WASHINGTON (UPI* - The 
House Judiciary C om m ittee 
voted today to subpoena tape 
recordings of 41 conversations 
by President Nixon as part of 
its impeachment investigation 


The subpoena was issued by a 
vote of 33-3 with two absentees 
after Republicans succeeded in 
making the den\and for tapes 
somewhat more specific. 
Nixon thus became the first 
president in history to be sub­ 
poenaed by a committee of the 
House Through court action, he 
so far has succeeded in warding 
off 
two 
subpoenas 
issued 
against him by the Senate Wat­ 
ergate Committee 
The subpoena raised the pos 
sibility of a prolonged court 
fight between Nixon and the 
House Judiciary Com m ittee 
charged with the responsibility 
of investigating whether his ac­ 
tions in the Watergate scandal 
warrant his impeachment and 
♦rial by the Senate. 
The vote represented a rejec­ 
tion of a last minute compro­ 
mise by Jam es D. St 
Clair, 
Nixon's 
W atergate 
lawyer, 
aimed at heading off a subpoe 
na. St. Clair telephoned John 


M Hoar, chief counsel for the 
committee inquiry, 45 minutes 
before today’s meeting 
St. H air offered to provide in 
a day or two most of the tapes 
sought by the panel since Feb 
25. 
Rep 
David W. Dennis, R- 
Indiana. moved to limit the 
subpoena to the tapes St. Clair 
said he would provide 
The committee's 21 Demo­ 
crats pius one Republican, M 
Caldwell Butler of Virginia, vot­ 
ed against Dennis's proposal 
The other 16 Republicans voted 
for it. That vote indicated the 
Democrats were united and had 
the strength to vote the subpoe­ 
na. 
At the White House, Nixon’s 
press secretary and assistant, 
Ronald L. Ziegler, said St. Clair 
offered to hand over some of 
the Watergate requested mate­ 
rials but was turned down by 
Doar 
Ziegler said St 
Clair, in a 
telephone call to Doar, offered 
certain documents and tapes 
but that Doar said “ It would 
not m atter." 
St Clair’s offer excluded two

WASHINGTON (UPI) - The 
Senate voted 68 to 19 today to 
require an audit of the personal 
income tax returns for the past 
five years of all members of 
Congress and every federal em­ 
ploye earning more than $20,- 
000. 
Patterned after the audit on 
President Nixon's tax return by 
the joint taxation committee, 
the proposal was attached as a 
rider to legislation which would 
finance presidential and con 
gressional political campaigns 
with federal funds 
Facing the threat of an early 
exodus for the Easter holidays, 
the Senate sought quick action 
on the far-reaching political re­ 
form 
measure. 
Passage was 
assured but the tim ing re ­ 
mained in doubt. 
Sen. John Tower, R-Tex., 
sought to limit the audit to 
members of Congress but Sen­ 
ate Democratic Leader Mike 
Mansfield won his battle to 
extend the requirement to all 
government employes earning 
more than $20,000 
“The question posed by this 
amendment is sim ple." Tower 
added “Will Congress vote to 
bring upon its members the 
same intensive audit that Presi 
dent Nixon underwent’ " 
The reform package has re 
mained virtually intact despite 
an 11-day filibuster, which w as 
broken Tuesday, and numerous 
amendment proposals. 
A series of test votes showed 
strong support for the bill in the 
Senate, but the measure faces 
deep-rooted hostility in the 
House and a probable veto by 
President Nixon. 
Key provisions of the hill, 
which would take effect in 1976. 
would authorize full federal fi­ 
nancing of general elections 
and matching grants for pri­ 
maries; set a ceiling on the 
amount candidates can spend; 
and put tight limits on the 
amounts individuals or organi­ 
zations can contribute to per­ 
sons seeking office. 
The measure provides that in 
the general election candidates 
can spend a limit of 12 cents 
per voter in the general election 
and 8 cents in the primary For 
a presidential candidate, that 
would amount to $17 million in 
the general election and $11.4 
million in the primary 
Major party candidates for 
the White House and Congress 
could get a federal subsidy 
equal to the spending ceiling in 
the general election. But the 
candidates could choose to use 
federal funds exclusively, rely 
solely on private contributions. 
or take a mix of the two. 
Minor party candidates or 
independent candidates receiv­ 
ing at least 5 per cent of the 
vote in the previous election 
would be entitled to a propor­ 
tionate share of the subsidy. 
New party candidates could be 
reimbursed if they received 5 
per cent of the vote. 
In the primaries, a presiden­ 
tial candidate would first have 
to raise $250,000 in contributions 
of $250 or less. The government 
then would match the original 
$250,000, pius dollar-for-dollar 
every donation up to $250 
Senate and House candidates 
also would first have to raise an 
original campaign kitty before 
qualifying for matching federal 
grants. Once the original kitty 
was reached, 
it 
would be 
matched by the government as 
would any contribution up to 
$100 from then on 
The bill also provides that no 
individual can contribute more 
than $25,000 to any candidate, 
party or political committee 
during a single year and no 
more than $3,000 to any single 
candidate Organizations would 
be limited to contributions of 


$ 6 ,000.

Marin County Humane Society officers 
yesterday broke into a Glenwood residence, en­ 
gaged in a roundup of more than two dozen 
unlicensed dogs and arrested their 63-year-old 
owner. 
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Booked at Marin County Jail 
on suspicion of obstructing an 
officer and released on her own 
recognizance was Florence 
Brown of 31 Manzanita Avenue 
She is to appear in Marin Mu­ 
nicipal Court tomorrow 
Acting on a court order 
signed by Superior Court Judge 
Charles Read Best, two humane 
officers and a sheriff’s deputy 
went to the two-story residence 
in midafternoon expecting to 
remove 13 to 16 dogs 
After breaking open a pad­ 
locked gate, they drove up a 
winding driveway to a litter- 
strewn yard surrounding the 
house 
They were greeted at the 
front door by Miss Brown who 
asked that they wait there 


Emergency 
Medical 
Idea Pushed 


A so p h istic a te d m edical 
emergency system, in which 
Marin residents could get help 
by dialing 911, has been recom­ 
mended to the Marin County 
Board of Supervisors by a plan­ 
ning agency. 
The report, which will be 
considered by the supervisors 
Tuesday, was drawn up by the 
board of directors of the Com­ 
prehensive Health Planning 
Council of Mann County. 


It suggests that the county 
<mmediately establish an effec­ 
tive emergency medical serv­ 
ices com m unication system 
using the county's communica­ 
tion center (housed at the Marin 
Civic Center' as coordinator 


The agency also recommends 
that the county apply to the 
Federal Communications Com­ 
mission for radio frequencies 
for voice and telemetry trans­ 
mission (The latter is used for 
transm ission of electro card i­ 
ograms over the telephone or 
radio.' 


Marin residents in urgent 
need of medical assistance now 
must use various means, such 
as phoning the telephone opera­ 
tor. police, fire departments or 
private ambulance companies, 
the report notes. 


Instead of this “ do-it-your­ 
self’* approach to obtaining 
emergency aid, under the new 
system, residents could dial a 
single number and appropriate 
assistance would be dispatched. 
The report noted that in 1973 
in Marin County there were 
about 2,520 emergency calls for 
medical assistance. 
These calls primarily con 
cerned heart conditions, strokes 
and respiratory problems, as 
well as injuries 
The com m ittee, under the 
chairmanship of Dr 
William 
Kaye, which drew up the re­

Miss Brown re­ 
fused to talk to officers who 
pleaded with her to come out 
and help and to let them in to 
round up animals remaining 
inside

break in the chase. Seconds

streaked between two humane 
society trucks, surprising three 
officers before vanishing into 
nearby bushes. 
Giving up on the hide and 
seek chase through the under­ 
brush. officers got an arrest 
warrant for Miss Brown 
Still barricaded in her home, 
she was unimpressed by the 
official paper 
“No you can’t 
talk to me." she yelled through 
a locked door 
"My attorney 
said if you were going to get in 
this house you would have to 
break in.” To the accompani­ 
ment of wild barking she said, 
“ I’m going in the back room 
where I can’t hear you.*’ 
Giving up on persuasion, a 
humane society officer began to 
kick in the front door which 
brought a response from inside 
“ I’m having a heart attack 
Goddam m itt don’t com e in 
here.”

Robbery Case Plea 
Bargaining Defended 


Allowing plea bargaining in a 
sensational superm arket rob­ 
bery’ ease eliminated a lengthy, 
expensive trial in overloaded 
Marin County courts and was 
"in the interests of justice both 
to the defendants and to the 
com m unity,’’ Superior Court 
Judge E Warren McGuire has 
declared 
McGuire replied in a lengthy 
letter to the charges made in a 
speech last Thursday by Earl 
W. Hunting of Oakland, presi­ 
dent of the Citizens for Law and 
O rder.

H u n ttin g 
stre sse d 
th a t 
McGuire allowed reduction of 
first-degree, 
arm ed-robbery 
charges to second degree — 
and hence the sentence was 
changed from five years to life, 
to one year to life 
All four persons arrested in 
the Dec 31, 1972, holdup of the 
Co-Op Market in Corte Madera 
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pleaded guilty to the reduced 
charges and were sentenced to 
prison by McGuire. Dis!. Atty. 
Bruce B. Bales refused to sign 
the plea bargaining proposal 


The actual time in prison will 
be determined by the California 
Adult Authority for the convict­ 
ed Stephanie Wine and three 
companions. McGuire wrote.

Buckley Rapped 


MOSCOW (UPI) - The offi­ 
cial Tass news agency took 
strong exception today to the 
demand by U.S. Sen James L. 
Buckley that President Nixon 
cancel his planned trip to Mos­ 
cow this summer 
In attacking Buckley, Tass 
indirectly affirmed a strong So­ 
viet interest in seeing that Nix­ 
on's visit takes place. 
Tass said “Buckley and his 
ilk” oppose the trip because 
they fear it will lead to further 
improvement in the internation­ 
al situation. 
Buckley, a Conservative-Re­ 
publican from New York, said 
Tuesday that Nixon should can­ 
cel his trip while impeachment 
proceedings are under way. 


Truce Violations 


VIENTIANE (UP© - Mili­ 
tary sources said today they 
expect more clashes with the 
pro-Commumst Pathet Lao un­ 
til a special joint military team 
can settle disputes along the 
cease-fire line. 
The newly formed Laotian 
coalition government has or­ 
dered an investigation into 
three days of fighting in south­ 
ern Laos which broke out Sun­ 
day, only two days after the 
coalition was formed. 
Military sources said North 
Vietnamese and Pathet Lao 
troops overran a government 
position at Xe Bang Say on 
Highway 13, about IOO miles 
southeast of Vientiane. 
Ball Faces Trial 


LONDON (UPI) — A magis­ 
trate today ordered Ian Bali 
held for trial on charges that he 
attempted to kidnap Princess 
Anne and murder four men 
wounded in the attack on her 
car near Buckingham Palace. 
Chief Magistrate Sir Frank 
Milton ordered Ball. 26. held on 
six charges connected with the 
attack. They included four 
counts of attempted murder 
and two related to the attempt­ 
ed kidnap of the princess 
The charges state that Ball, a 
tall, bearded man. tried “to 
steal and unlawfully carry 
away Her Royal Highness Prin­ 
cess Anne” and ‘ assaulted 
Princess Anne and attempted 
unlawfully and injuriously to 
imprison her and detain her 
against her will in some secret 
and private place.” 


Disaster Relief 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - The 
Senate yesterday approved leg­ 
islation providing new relief for 
victim s of natural disasters 
such as the tornadoes that rav­ 
aged parts of the nation last 
week. 
The bill was rushed through 
the Senate and sent to the 
House. The vote was 91-0. 
A key provision would estab­ 
lish a federal-state program of 
direct financial assistance to 
disaster victims for losses not 
otherwise covered 
A family could receive up to 
$5,000. depending on financial 
need and actual disaster expen 
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ses and losses. The Federal 
government would pay 75 per 
cent and the state government 
25 per cent. 
Another major provision pro 
t ides loans of up to 25 per cent 
which could be forgiven in 
whole or part, of the operating 
costs of local governments 
whose tax base is eroded by a 
disaster. 


British Prepared 


BELFAST (UPI) - The Bri­ 
tish army reported readiness 
today to enforce tough new 
security measures in a drive to 
combat the latest Irish Republi­ 
can Army (IRA) bombing cam­ 
paign in Northern Ireland. 
Northern Ireland Secretary 
Merlyn Rees told parliament in 
London yesterday, “Firm ac­ 
tion is to be taken immediately 
by the security forces.” 
A British army spokesman in 
Belfast said. “We are geared to 
move as soon as they give the 
order.” 


New Problem 


ADDIS ABABA (UPI) - 
Prime Minister Endalkatchew 
Makonnen’s month-old Ethiopi­ 
an government, already trou­ 
bled by drought, famine, strikes 
and military unrest, tried today 
to cope with a new crisis — a 
rebellious parliament. 
A majority of the lower 
house's 250 elected deputies, 
hurling insults and banging 
desk tops, prevented Makonnen 
yesterday from addressing a 
joint session of parliament.

Michigan Swing Buoys President 


WASHINGTON (UPP - Pres­ 
ident Nixon is pleased with the 
reception he got yesterday 
campaigning for a congression­ 
al candidate in Michigan and 
may make further tests of his 
popularity, his chief spokesman 
says. 
Returning from a presidential 
motorcade through Michigan’s 
Eighth District —a traditionally 
Republican peninsula jutting 
into Lake Huron north of De­ 
troit —White House Press Sec­ 
retary Ronald L. Ziegler indi­ 
cated Nixon might do more 
campaigning this year. 
He said Nixon was “very 
pleased” by the warm recep­ 
tion accorded by more than 
20,000 who turned out along the 
sparsely populated 57-mile ru­ 
ral and small-town route. 
Asked if there would be more 
such trips. Ziegler smiled and 


said. “Hell be out." 
Speaking four times in the 
five-hour trip on behalf of can­ 
didate James M. Sparling, Nix­ 
on heard jeers and chants of 
“Impeach Nixon Now.” Near 
Saginaw, where his plane land­ 
ed, some signs read “Resign 
With Honor” and “If You Love 
Us—Leave Us." 
But most of the placards 
along the motorcade supported 
Nixon—“ We re for You Mr 
President.” “ This is Nixon 
Country" and “Hang in There." 
The Michigan trip was Nix­ 
on's first strictly political cam­ 
paign since the Watergate scan­ 
dal broke open a year ago But 
he never mentioned the scandal 
or his own political troubles, 
sticking instead to a traditional, 
informal campaign style. 
He chided Congress for refus­ 
ing to approve 17 of his propos-

Mr. President. It was very 
helpful and I’m glad you could 
make it.’’ 


Brown Slips 


SACRAMENTO (UPI) - Sec­ 
retary of State Edmund G. 
Brown Jr.’s lead in the Demo­ 
cratic race for governor has 
been sharply narrowed, accord 
ing to a poll for Assembly 
Speaker Bob Moretti, a rival 
candidate. 
The survey showed Brown 
still far ahead of all Democrats 
for the June 4 primary election 
with Moretti second, having 
gained somewhat, and San 
Francisco Mayor Joseph Alioto 
third, having dropped slightly. 
In announcing the results yes­ 
terday, Moretti issued a state­ 
ment declaring, “As we get 
closer to the election, the public 
is taking a hard look at the 
candidates, and under this 
more intense scrutiny, Jerry- 
I 
Brown has begun to fade. " 
The poll was taken by Public 
Response Co. between March 29 
and April I among 863 Demo- ! 
crats who said they were likely 
to vote. 
Brown was favored by 35 per 
cent of those polled, compared 
to 47 per cent surveyed by the 
same company in January.

Band Of Arab 
Guerrillas 
Raids Village 


By UNITED PRESS INTERNATIONAL 
A band of Arab guerrillas 
seized two buildings in the set­ 
tlement of Kiryat Shemona 
hear the Lebanese border today 
in a suicidal mission to force 
Israel to release IOO jailed Pa­ 
lestinian commandos, but Is­ 
raeli military sources said Is­ 
raeli troops wiped out the 
guerrillas in a four and a half 
hour battle. 
T Israeli military sources re­ 
ported 16 persons killed and ll 
injured in the attack which 
Came at the height of an Israeli 
political crisis in which Israeli 
Prime Minister Golda Meir re­ 
signed and Defense Minister 
Moshe Dayan left an emergen­ 
cy cabinet meeting to fly to the 
battle scene. 
The Israeli national radio re­ 
ported at least IO of those killed 
and IO of those injured were 
women and children It said the 
guerrillas had shot them or 
thrown them from the top floor 
of the apartment building they 
seized 
Dead and wounded 
women and children were found 
in the stairwell and on the lawn 
surrounding the building 
The Israeli command said 20 
Israelis were “ hit” but did not 
specify if they were dead or 
injured 
There also was renewed fight- j 
ing between Syrian and Israeli 
troops on the Golan Heights 
today —the 31st consecutive 
day of a war of attrition. 
Israeli military sources said 
the end of the siege at Kiryat 
Shemona came when Israeli 
troops opened fire with bazoo­ 
kas on the top floor of the three- 
storv apartment house, blasting 
it away and killing the three 
heavily armed guerrillas in that 
building. 
Military correspondents had 
said three groups of guerrillas 
were involved in the attack on 
the border settlement, but the 
Israeli 
command said the 
deaths of three Palestinian 
guerrillas in the apartment 
building ended the guerrilla 
siege. 
The guerrillas attacked just 
after dawn with machineguns, 
hand grenades and bazooka 
fire, seizing the apartment 
house and a vacated school 
building while a third group 
provided cover from the brush- 
covered hillsides surrounding 
the town. Early reports said 
there also was gunfire from 
inside Lebanon, but Lebanese 
authorities denied this. 
“ It appears as if the Arabs 
committed atrocities,” one Is­ 
raeli military correspondent re­ 
ported Irater it was disclosed 
the guerrillas had shot their 
hostages and thrown them out 
of w indows 
“ Their purpose was to kill. 
but they were killed themselves 
by the grenades or they may 
have blown themselves up.

“ Mr President,” Mrs. Meir 
said in her letter of resignation, 
“ in accordance with provisions 
of section 23 of the basic law of 
government and having in­ 
formed the cabinet of my inten­ 
tions I herewith tender my res­ 
ignation from the post of prime 
minister.”

WASHINGTON (UPI) _ Her­ 
bert L. (Bart) Porter Jr , de­ 
scribed by his lawyer as “ the 
first victim” of Watergate, was 
sentenced today to 30 days in 
jail for lying to the FB I about 
the bugging scandal. 
“ I am absolutely positive in 
my heart —all the way down to 
my toes —that I will never get 
into trouble again.” Porter said 
just before Judge William B 
Bryant sentenced him 
The boyish-looking Porter. 35. 
testified at Senate Watergate 
hearings last summer that he 
lied about what he knew of 
Watergate for fear other Nixon 
campaign officials would ac­ 
cuse him of not being a team 
player if he didn t. 
Porter was scheduling direc­ 
tor for President Nixon s cam­ 
paign organization. He was the 
lith person sentenced in con­ 
nection with Watergate 
Bryant told Porter he “ just 
can't forget ” that Porter lied on 
three different occasions to fed­ 
eral investigators and sen­ 
tenced him to a minimum of 
five months and a maximum of 
Ii months in prison 
But he 
ordered that Porter only serve 
30 days on the sentence and be 
placed on unsupervised proba­ 
tion for one year following his 
release 
Porter s wife. Carol, clutch­ 
ing hands of friends in the 
second row of the courtroom, 
slumped in her seat with tears 
streaming down her face when 
the sentence was announced. 
Porter's law yer, Charles 
Murray, told the judge his cli­ 
ent was a man of "honesty, 
integrity, idealism and devotion 
to the truth and the right." 
Murray said Porter was be­ 
trayed by friends in the reelec­ 
tion campaign who asked him 
to lie without telling him why 
He knew nothing of the Wat­ 
ergate break in.” Murray said

its first victim "

In nationally televised testi­ 
mony before the Senate Water­ 
gate committee last summer, 
Porter said he had given the 
same phony story to a grand 
jury and on the w itness stand at 
the original Watergate trial—all 
at the urging of Jeb Stuart 
Magruder. his superior at the 
Committee for the Reelection of 
the President (CRP). 
He said he did so "probably 
because of the fear of group 
pressure that would ensue, of 
not being a team player.'’ 


Porter was scheduling direc­ 
tor for President Nixon's 1972 
reelection campaign, in charge 
of arranging appearances for 
“ surrogate” speakers who 
stumped for Nixon across the 
country while the President 
concentrated on official duties 
in Washington 
When the Watergate scandal 
broke, he testified last summer. 
Magruder asked him to corro­ 
borate a false story that $100.- 
000 in campaign funds had been 
funneled to CRP official G

Printers 


Seek Strike 


NEW YORK (UPI) - Print­ 
ers at New York's three major 
daily newspapers voted over­ 
whelmingly yesterday to au­ 
thorize union leaders to call a 
strike. 


Later in the day, printers at 
the New York Times stopped 
work for 90 minutes for a union 
meeting It was the first of a 
series of expected job actions 
against the Times, the Post and 
the Daily News. The printers 
have been without a contract 
since March 31, 1973. 


Bertram A. Powers, presi­ 
dent of New York’s Typographi­ 
cal Union No 6, was ordered to 
appear today in Manhattan Su­ 
preme Court to explain why his 
union held the job action at the 
Times in defiance of a previous 
court order. 


Union spokesmen, however, 
said the strike authorization 
cancelled the injunction 
The 
vote was 6,422 to 655 to give 
union leaders the power to call 
a strike at any or all of the 
three dailies 


The issues in the dispute are 
wages and the publishers plans 
for automation 


The slowdown in the Times 
composing room delayed the 
typesetting of classified ads but 
otherwise had little effect on 
today's editions, a newspaper 
spokesman said. 


The newspapers have offered 
a raise of $13.85 a week in a 
two-year contract, in addition 
to 1.5 per cent of gross yearly 
earnings toward fringe benefits 
in the first year and a 3 to 4 per 
cent cost of living clause in the 
second 


However, the union wants a 
better wage proposal because 
of the soaring cost of living last 
vear, 
and 
has 
demanded 
stronger guarantees of job se­ 
curity. 


The publishers have promised 
to protect existing printers’ 
lobs, but union officials say that 
>uch protection does not extend 
beyond the proposed two-year 
contract

The union also opposes a

Jurors Deliberating Boyle's Fate 


MEDIA, Pa. (UPI) — A jury 
today began deliberations in the 
murder trial of W. A. (Tony) 
Boyle, charged with the 1969 
Yablonski slayings. 
The jury of nine men and 
three women received the case 
at 12:30 p m after Judge Fran­ 
cis J. Catania told them that a 
man who plans a murder “ is as 
responsible as the one who pulls 
the trigger.” 
Boyle, 72, former president of 
the United Mine Workers, is 
accused by the state of ordering 
the slayings of Joseph A. ‘Jock) 
Yablonski, his archrival in a 
1969 union presidential election. 
Ho also was charged with the 
murders of Yablonski’s wife 
and daughter 
After his charge, to which 
Boyle listened attentively, Ca­ 
tania dismissed the two alter­ 
nate j u r o r s. He also 
commended the attorneys for 
both sides for “ the excellent 
manner in which you prepared 
and presented the case ” 
After receiving the case, the 
jury postponed its deliberations 
until after lunch 
At the start of his 2 4 hour 
charge, Catania told the jury 
“it is your duty to judge this 
case upon evidence and evi­ 
dence alone." 
Catana told the jurors “to 
keep in mind that a man who 
plans a murder is as responsi­ 
ble as one who pulls the trig­ 
ger.” 
The judge said to scrutinize 
“with caution" the testimony of 
66 witnesses over eight days. 
He noted that several of the 
w itnesses were “ crim in als” 


who have been convicted or 
confessed in the Yablonski slay­ 
ings, which the state contends 
Boyle ordered. 


“The defendant is cloaked in 
the presumption of innocence,” 
Catania warned while briefly 


reviewing the testimony of each 
witness. 


Special 
Prosecutor Richard 
A. Sprague, in his summation 
yesterday, said that Boyle had 
lied in his testimony, but he 
told the jury, “ Lying isn’t his 


crime. 
Murder is." He said 
Boyle was “cunning ... the ori­ 
ginator, the assassin himself.- 


Boyle’s attorney, Charles F. 
Moses, told the jury his client 
was “a 72-year-old man who Is 
sick.”

Campaigning 


LOS ANGELES (AP) - In­ 
dustrialist William Matson Roth 
of Ross took his gubernatorial 
campaign to a downtown phar­ 
macy here, where be used a 
flip-card chart to explain to 
passers-by the high price of 
prescription drugs. 


Roth, a San Francisco finan­

Similarly, said Roth, Chlor- 
Trim eton, an antihistam ine, 
costs $21.66 per 1,000 tablets of 
4 mg. strength, but the identical 
C hlorpheniram ine costs only 
$4.05 per 1,000 tablets. 
"It is the same old story cf 
the public paying more for cor­

Chile's cost-of-living went up 
14.2 per cent during March, the 
National Statistics Institute re­ 
ported today.

The Golden Gate Bridge Dis­ 
trict should eliminate the 25- 
eent discount it now gives to 
bus and ferry passengers who 
buy books of tickets, a bridge 
district committee recommend­ 
ed yesterday. 


The step would raise about 
$2.6 million in additional reve­ 
nue in the next two years; 
money that will be needed to 
finance a proposed contract 
with the bus drivers and up­ 
coming contracts with other 
employees, the committee said. 


The action by the rules, poli­ 
cy and industrial relations com­ 
mittee came after two and a 
half hours of debate over the 
drivers’ contract, including a 
55-minute session behind closed 
doors. 


The proposed elimination of 
transit fare discounts June I 
will come before the full board 
at IO a rn. tomorrow in toll 
plaza offices The finance-audit­ 
ing com m ittee today unani­ 
mously seconded y esterd ay ’s 
committee action. It shelved 
proposals to eliminate ticket 
books and children’s discounts. 
No decision was made on 
whether to add a 25-cent charge 
to tickets bought with the dis­ 
count but used after this month. 
Directors and the staff gener­ 
ally agreed the alternative to 
approving the new drivers’ con­ 
tract was a strike. 
The contract gives the driv­ 
ers a 15.5 per cent hike over the 
next two years in their base 
pay, raising the average annual 
pay with benefits to roughly 
$22,500. On top of this, drivers 
will get a cost-of-living pay 
hike, estimated by the staff at 
.56 cents an hour over the two- 
year contract.

The district has 262 drivers, 
not 280 as reported to the I-J 
previously by the staff 
The staff figured the cost of 
the contract for the existing 
force of drivers at $1,432,957, 
but offered no estimate for its 
additional cost for 44 more driv­ 
ers to be hired in coming 
months as the bus fleet expands 
and m idday service is in­ 


creased. Board president Ste­ 
phan C. Leonoudakis said “ that 
adjustment can be made easi­ 
ly.” 
Gen. Mgr. Dale W. Luehring 
said there was “ no way” the 
drivers would accept a contract 
for more than one year without 
a cost-of-living clause. A two- 
year contract would hold down 
costs better than year-to-year 
contracts, he said. 
San Francisco Supervisor 
Robert E. Gonzales, who ear­ 
lier argued tho district could 
not afford the contract and its 


precedent for pay hikes to other 
employees, conceded that “if 
we don’t approve it, there’ll be 
a strike — it’s that simple.” 
(The Independent-Journal in­ 
correctly reported Monday that 
Gonzales said the drivers’ pay 
hike would come to $350 a 
week. He said this was the 
monthly increase.) 
Bus Transit Mgr. H. Donald 
White said he could cut the 
drivers’ average pay by hiring 
more drivers, but added that 
this would increase the net cost 
of salaries.

An Authority 
Furniture To

‘ The simple, classic Shaker 
furniture handcrafted in this 
country from 1787 to 1850 is in 
great dem and today, and is 
very hard to find.” Blanche 
Corbett explained. 


Mr*- Corbett, an authority on 
•early American antique-* of the 
18th and loth cen tu ries has her 
home and shop in Fairfax She 
feels very fortunate to have a 
fine S h ak er tab le, m ade of 
Maine pine in the early 19th

A quick survey of Marin day 
care and foster homes by the 
Department of Public Social 
Services indicates that 80 to 90 
per cent would drop their licen­ 
ses if a proposal to charge an 
annual licensing fee is adopted 
by the state. 
The proposal drew objection 
from the Marin County Child 
Care Planning and Advisory 
Committee. In a letter to Dr. 
Ralph H. Hughes of the state 
department of health, CCPAC 
warned that such fees would be 
a serious deterrent to expansion 
of day care and would discour­ 
age foster parents from contin­ 
uing to provide homes to chil­ 
dren. 
Fees proposed by the Stan­ 
dards Development Section, 
State Department of Health, 
would range from $45 plus 80 
cents per child for day care to 
$65 plus $1 per child for fulltime 
care, according to Donna Huck- 
ins, Department of Public So­ 
cial 
Services advisor to 
CCCPAC. Currently the state 
licenses day care homes meet­ 
ing its safety standards, with­ 
out fee. 
In the letter to Hughes, Susan 
Pflueger, child care advisory 
committee chairman, said that 
CCCPAC feared that such fees

would drive day care “ under­ 
ground,” forcing day care 
homes to operate without licen­ 
ses. 
“ Most mothers engage in day 
care to oblige their neighbors 
or to provide companionship for 
their own small children. A 
high license fee would be a 
strong deterrent,” she said. She 
added that financial profit from 
day care homes, in which moth­ 
ers take two or more children. 
is small after food, equipment 
and upkeep expenses. 


“ Foster homes barely cover 
the costs of providing for the 
needs of the child,” Mrs. Pflue­ 
ger stated in the letter. Such 
care “ is a service given by 


persons sympathetic to children 
deprived of their own homes. It 
is not a business,” she stated. 
“ To expect them to pay for the 
privilege is inconceivable.” 
The committee added that 
day care homes are especially 
needed in Marin, where there is 
limited capacity in public chil­ 
dren’s centers.

We Do, Indeed, Have Too Much Doublespeak 


The 
National 
Council 
of 
Teachers of English sponsored 
a “Conference on Public Doub­ 
lespeak" the other day in 
Berkeley. 
About 40 English techers 
from around the Bay Area at­ 
tended. They heard teacher- 
speakers warn against the Or­ 
wellian twisting of the lan­ 
guage, which can lead to public 
acceptance of things which 
would be scornfully rejected if 
called by their right names. 
“It is firghtening that we as a 
nation are becoming more and 
more tolerant of language perv­ 
ersion in our institutions,” said 
one speaker, Bruce Reezea, 
who teaches English at Aca­ 
lanes High School in Lafayette. 
He and other members of 
NCTE’s Committee on Doubles­ 
peak deplored such distortions 
as the Defense Department s 
“combat emplacement displa­ 
c e r ” for shovels, and “incur­ 
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sion” for “invasion.” 
We agree with the NCTE. 
Language pollution has become 
at least as prevalent as air 
pollution, and can be as harm­ 
ful in the long run. Language 
that is both precise and readily 
understandable is necessary to 
civilization. Semantic fraud is 
as dishonest as any other kind 
of fraud. 


BUT THERE IS an old rule 
of justice that the accuser must 
enter court with clean hands.

Nixon Tax Disclosures Pose 
Threat To System's Integrity

WASHINGTON — Why does the presi­ 
dent have so many incompetent advis­ 
ers0 This question was put rather wistful­ 
ly by a Republican still holding office in 
the administration when it was revealed 
that Mr Nixon must pay $476,000 for tax 
deficiencies. 
That is not the real question. WTiy, it 
must be asked, has tire president sur­ 
rounded himself with so many misfits 
and incompetents, with the tax judgment 
only the last of a series of damning 
revelations0 
In the final analysis the responsibility 
is his and this will surely be taken into 
consideration 
by the House Judiciary 
Committee in its deliberation over a bdl 
of impeachment 


EVERY SINGLE STEP the president 
took with respect to his taxes over a four- 
year period was in error. He himself is a 
lawyer and he should have given more 
than a cursory look at his returns show­ 
ing such a huge deduction for the gift of 
his vice presidential papers. 
Those papers, including many newspa­ 
per clippings, seem to have been a kind 
of catch all of uncertain value 
His announcement on Dec. 8 calling on 
the joint tax committee of Congress to 
review his returns with a promise to 
abide by the com m ittee’s finding was a 
cardinal mistake 
That was a privilege 
open to no other taxpayer. 
If he had simply let the reviewing 
process of the Internal Revenue Service 
take its course, as it would have with any 
other citizen in the same situation, he 
could have contested the finding of IRS 
before the tax court Once he had public­ 
ly pledged to follow the congressional 
com m ittees report to the letter, this 
option was foreclosed 


THE PRESIDENT’S personal misfor­ 
tunes to one 
side, the 
blow to 
the 
integrity 
of the tax system is of 
real 
concern 
If it 
had not been for 
the 
revelation by the Providence Journal that 
the president for two years paid only 
miniscule amounts of tax on an income 
well over $200,000, 
the whole matter 
might never have come to light. 
The IRS was in the first instance only 
too happy to play shut-eye with the Nixon 
returns. 
After what must surely 
have 


been a perfunctory- audit, a high IRS 
official wrote the president compliment­ 
ing 
him 
on 
the care shown 
in the 
preparation 
of his tax returns. 
That 
official. William D. Winters, has since 
been promoted. 
The integrity of the income tax system 
has been a rock on which many crooks 
have foundered 
They might get away 
with their criminality in the courts or by 
bribing officials. But if they failed to pay 
federal tax on their ill-gotten gams, the 
chances were close to IOO per cent that 
they would end in prison. Such prohibi­ 
tion era overlords as .Al Capone were 
found guilty of failing to pay their tax 
and got stitf prison sentences 
If the system cracks in cynical disbe­ 
lief. one of the remaining strong points of 
law enforcement will go with it. Without 
conviction of honesty and unflinching 
enforcement, it will not be workable. 
since even an army of enforcing agents 
could not police TO million or 80 million 
returns 


THIS WEEK YOl’ and I and 81 million 
others will file individual income tax 
returns. The report persists, despite IRS 
playing the possibility down, that taxpay­ 
ers this time will squeeze out every 
possible deduction and revenue will fall 
below expectations. They will be follow­ 
ing the Nixon example with his return 
showing claimed deductions for flowers 
sent to funerals and other such petty 
business. 
Let’s face it, the income tax is a curse 
making us into a nation of bookkeepers 
But at least it has been kept honest, 
unlike the tax in France and Italy where 
the taxpayer is a ssessed a certain 
amount and he then proceeds to bargain 
with the collector to get the best possible 
deal 
My own returns have been audited for 
four years running Because I was on the 
enemy list I thought it might be political 
reprisal 
My tax attorney says this is 
unlikely 
In that vast storehouse in West Virgin­ 
ia, 
computers 
scan each return and 
under certain circumstances the red light 
flashes and an audit is ordered That is 
the impersonal turn of fate as millions of 
ordinary taxpayers, presidents excepted, 
have learned. 


WHAT OTHER EDITORS SAY 
Suppressing The 'Bad News' 
Has Been Tried — And Failed 


(Reprinted from Santa 


Readers of the Press Democrat fre­ 
quently ask us why we publish so much 
"bad” news — news about crimes, war, 
disasters and political upheaval 
Usually they take the position that if 
newspapers wouldn’t publish so much 
"bad” news, the world would tx* a better 
place in which to live 
Well, they’ve tried that in Webster 
City, Iowa. In fact, they tried it twice, 
and it didn’t work either time. 
The Daily Freeman-Joumal and radio 
station KQWC of Webster City placed a 
90-day moratorium on the use of news 
stories dealing with vandalism The news 
blackout was requested by civic groups

Why there has been no public explosion 
at the full documentation of the presi­ 
dent’s shoddy tax position stems from 
many reasons. Certainly it owes little to 
the president’s familiar effort to shift the 
blame to others, working for him Noth 
mg was less appealing in the White 
House statement than these words: 
"Any errors which may have been 
made in the preparation of the Presi­ 
dent's returns were made by those to 
whom he delegated the responsibility for 


preparing his returns and were made 
without his knowledge and without his 
approval.’’ 


PERHAPS THE CHIEF reason why 
the tax issue has made so little impact is 
that the Amrican public is surfeited with 
sensations. One more round of exposures 
makes little difference. Graver issues are 
pending in the House Judiciary Commit­ 
tee. There, later on the floor of the 
House, and still later perhaps in the 
Senate, the real issues will be fought out. 
This will happen unless the president 
himself should resign.

The defendants in this case were 
charged with first degree robbery of the 
Corte Madera Co-op Market, and the 
court accepted a plea of guilty by all 
defendants to robbery in the second 
degree In doing so. the court considered 
ii) The defendants ranged in age from 
20 to 36 and consisted of three women and 
one man. 
i2» All were of high intelligence, ex­ 
tremely well-educated and honor student 
backgrounds. 
<3i None of them had any prior felony 
convictions nor, in fact, any misdemean­ 
or convictions with the exception of the 
sole male defendant. Turner, who had 
three or four minor misdemeanor convic­ 
tions all of which had resulted in fines, 
probation and similar non-confinement 
disposition, 
<4> All came from stable, hard-working, 
"solid” family backgrounds, with the 
possible exception of Miss Wien who was 
raised by relatives since the age of 
twelve 
<5) All had been involved in bonafide, 
commendable community service pro­ 
grams, particularly in minority and pov­ 
erty areas. 
<6! All had been involved rn some of the 
anti-establishment demonstrations at the 
University of Califomia-Berkeley in the 
past years. 
<7i .All had been members or supporters 
of the Black Panther Party in Berkeley. 
<8> Two of the five departments of the 
Superior Court in Marin County at that

Tire fact that first degree robbery 
carries a minimum term of five years 
and second degree a minimum term of 
one year is not too meaningful since it 
refers to the minimum term that may be 
set by the Adult Authority and not the 
length of imprisonment in State Prison 
D epartm ent of C orrections sta tistics 
available to me at that time indicated 
that tire average time served in prison 
for first degree robbery was 51 months 


and for second degree robbery' was 40 
months with the balance of the defend­ 
ant’s term, as set by the Adult Authority, 
being served while on parole. 
It was basically the evaluation of all 
f hose factors which led me to conclude 
that accepting the defendants’ plea of 
guilty to second degree robbery would be 
in the interests of justice both to the 
defendants and the community. . . All 
four were sentenced to the state prison 
for the term prescribed by law, and the 
ultimate term set, actual time spent in 
prison and on parole is in the hands of 
the Adult Authority.

Promotes Prison Escapes

The Mexican Mafia, the Nuestra Fam i­ 
ly. the Aryan Brotherhood, the Vencere- 
mos — those are some of the more 
notorious groups identified in the recent 
storm of prison violence that has spilled 
into our streets and communities 
There are other revolutionary forces at 
work, other groups attempting to use the 
prisons as launching pads and spring 
hoards for anarchy and revolution They 
are not so obvious. But their work is just 
as constant and just as ominous 
EXAMINE. FOR INSTANCE, the Har 
net Tubman Foundation, Inc., named 
after a black woman who provided sanc­ 
tuary for runaway slaves on the under­ 
ground railroad pnor to the Civil War. 
The Harriet 'Dibman Foundation is a 
non-profit organization, incorporated and 
tax-exempted by the state of California 
It has two "integrated and coordinated’’ 
programs; the Harriet Tubman Prison 
Movement and the Harriet Tubman Book 
Center. 
As explained in a fund-raising letter 
signed by Rella Brown, chairman of the 
board, the prison movement "mobilizes 
support in the ‘outside’ community for 
the education, welfare and rights of men 
and women inside California State Pris­ 
ons.” On the surface, an admirable and 
commendable objective. 
The Tubman Book Centers (such as the 
Sanctuary in Los Angeles and the Drum 
and Spear in Washington, D C.) "provide 
free materials and books to any prisoner 
inside California prisons." Nothing wrong 
with that, right0 
Well, hang on to Rella Brown. We’ll 
come back to her

Subsequently he turned 
himself in as an escaped convict to serve 
out his term 


ACCORDING TO SWORN testimony of 
Dwight Jagers, who has done time 
both San Quentin and Chino state prisons 
the Harriet Tubman Book Center is

Corte Modera's 'Anti-Growth' 
Council Proves Not Unanimous 


Chateau Goes A Begging 
Due To Countess's Will 


Three growth control advo­ 
cates were elected last month 
to the Corte Madera Town 
Council, joining a fourth like­ 
minded councilman. And many 
l>eople, including the mayor, 
predicted that the town was 
headed for a year of coopera­ 
tion and good spirit. 
But it has taken less than a 
month for the first rift to sur­ 
face among council members. 
It appears that the boiling polit­ 
ical pot in Corte Madera has 
not been turned down to sim­ 
mer. 
In a letter addressed to his 
colleagues, Councilman Larry 
P. Weingarth last week chas­ 
tised them for two actions at 
the April I council meeting. 


WUST, HE criticized them 
for supporting a proposal to 
split the town into east and 
west sections in forming a 
county service area to purchase 
open space lands along the 
North Ridge. (He voted for the 
measure “ reluctantly” and said 
in his letter that he is now 
“ strongly opposed to it.” ) 
“ Such a course of action, I 
believe, is a slap in the face to 
all of the campaign rhetoric 
about healing the wounds of a 
divided town and binding the 
people into a single community 
cf common cause,” he wrote. 
“ It is a parochial view which 
asserts that neighborhood self- 
interests have a greater priori­ 
ty than the recognized and stat­ 
ed needs of the towm as a 
whole." 
Including only the western 
portion of town in the service 
area for bond elections “ is let­ 
ting East Corte Madera fend 
for itself —an all-too-familiar 
occurrence.” he wrote 


HE ALSO criticized Mayor 
Robert J. Flahive for appoint­ 
ing two other councilmen to 
meet with developer Ernest 
Hahn to discuss what type of 
development might be accepta­ 
ble for his bay-front lands. 


“ Much of the criticism of the 
former council, which led to 
their recall, centered around 
their alleged closed-door meet­ 
ings with developers. The ap­ 
pointments of the present in­ 
stance seem to draw too close a 
parellel with the past. I urge 
that any meetings with Mr. 
Hahn be fully noticed, open to 
the public, and with the full 
council in attendance.” Wein­ 
garth wrote. 


“ I gave a qualified affirma­ 
tive vote to these appointments. 
I now regret the mistake. I 
bear no malice toward any of 
you, but I believe what we did 
Monday night was wrong and 
destructive to the best interest 
of our community,” he conclud­ 
ed. 


FLAHIVE. acting on a re­ 
quest from Hahn that the coun­ 
cil appoint a committee to be­ 
gin discussions with him, said 
he had failed in an attempt to 
rekindle the citizen committee 
which worked on the general 
plan. He said he chose to ap­ 
point councilmen to begin the 
discussions as an alternative to 
a “study session” with the full 
council as ua3 held with the 
developer of Madera del Pre­ 
sidio. 


Weingarth’s reversal would 
not change the first decision. 
But it is clear that Corte Made­ 
ra has not received four coun­ 
cilmen with identical thinking 
and complete cooperation. 


HILLSBOROUGH (AP) - 
Countess Lillian Remillard, 
onetime major stockholder of 
the Remillard brickworks prop­ 
erty in Larkspur, wanted Hills­ 
borough to turn her magnificent 
but decaying 99-room chateau 
into a cultural museum. But the 
city council has voted a unani­ 
mous “ no” to the countess’ 
largesse. 


The city fathers turned down 
the imposing Chateau Remil­ 
lard, better known as Caro- 
lands, because they weren’t 
really sure it could be theirs — 
and they weren’t really sure 
they wanted it anyway. 


When Countess Dandini died 
last July at the age of 93, her 
will contained an apparent 
flaw: The chateau was half 


owned by the family’s Remil­ 
lard Brick Co., and the will 
failed to state specifically that 
the company's interest was to 
go to the City of Hillsborough. 


In a letter to Hillsborough 
Mayor Philip Coughlan, execu­ 
tor Roy E. Peterson said he had 
polled 12 residual heirs who 
inherited the stock of the Re­ 
millard Brick Co. and they wer­ 
en’t willing to give up their 
interest in Carolands. 


(The Remillard land in Lark­ 
spur was bought last year by 
Lincoln Properties of Menlo 
Park, which plans major devel­ 
opment). 


Mayor Coughlan noted Mon­ 
day night that it would cost a 
minimum of $500,UDO to bring 
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the musty monument to 17th 
Century living up to standards 
for public use. 
He said the only way Hills­ 
borough could finance the need­ 
ed renovations would be to flat 
a bond issue — which could cost 
the city $2 million over 30 years 
to retire. The council decided 
the price was too steep and 
voted a resounding “ no thank 
you” to the gift. 


What next for Carolands — 
scene of international parties 
that saw 1,400 persons waltzing 
in the ballroom — and its 25 
acres of trees and grounds? 
It returns to the executors 
and observors said it probably 
faces the same fate as the 
chateau’s original 554 acres. 
They were sold for subdivision. AA

SAN FRANCISCO (UPI) - 
Police must keep breath test 
evidence in drunk driving cases 
if the results are to be used in a 
trial, the California Supreme 
Court ruled yesterday. 
The court said the destruction 
of a breathalyser sample and 
reliance on a graph of the 
results was insufficient and vio­ 
lated a defendant’s right to due 
process of law 
The unanimous decision in­ 
volved the case of Warren H 
Hitch, arrested in Ventura 
County Sept. IO, 1970, and 
charged with drunken driving 
His breathing test showed 20 
milligrams blood alcohol. The 
test solution itself was routinely 
discarded by police after re­ 
sults were entered on the 
graph. 
When results were produced 
in Ventura County Municipal 
Court at his trial. Hitch sought 
to have this evidence supressed 
unless the original sample was 
produced The court held that 
the original sample would have 
provided valuable information 
both to the prosecution and

WASHINGTON (UPL - A 
geophysicist reported yesterday 
that a California earthquake he 
predicted would occur within 
two or three months developed 
on .schedule Jan. 30 near River­ 
side. 
Dr James Whitcomb of the 
California Institute of Technolo­ 
gy made the prediction in late 
November and said it was the 
first successful quake predic­ 
tion in California and the sec­ 
ond in the United States. 
The quake, with a magnitude 
of 4 on the Richter Scale, was 
felt widely throughout the Los 
.Angeles area but caused no 
significant damage. Whitcomb 
said af a meeting of the Ameri­ 
can Geophysical Union the 
tremor occurred within the pre­ 
dicted time period and in the 
right area, but he said it was 
weaker than expected 
As a result, he said at a news 
conference, there is a possibili­ 
ty the Jan 30 quake could be 
followed by a larger event But 
he said this becomes less likely 
with the passing of time

ROBERT H. SIMPSON 
Capitol protestor 


Critic Will 
Run For 
Governor 


SACRAMENTO (UPI) - Cali­ 
fornia's crowded race for gov­ 
ernor got a lighthearted addi­ 
tion today with the entry of the 
Capitol’s oldest and best known 
protester. 


“ I have pledged to raise hell 
with the whole establishment,” 
declared 93-year-old Robert H. 
Simpson, whose name, howev­ 
er, will not appear on the bal­ 
lot. 


Sim pson's candi dacy a n ­ 
nouncement was followed im­ 
mediately by his arrest — his 
288th by his count for illegally 
picketing in the Capitol, 


Simpson said he would run 
for the state's highest office as 
a nonpartisan. 


The frail, white-haired old 
man entered the race too late 
and without all the paperwork 
necessary- to be listed on the 
ballot, but took glee from the 
fact that after IO years of shuf­ 
fling around the Capitol with 
his walking cart and an assort­ 
ment of protest signs he finally 
got his own news conference in 
the official press room 


“ It’s the first time in IO years 
I ve had a chance to speak to 
anyone.” Simpson said. 


He took advantage of the 
opportunity to offer newsmen a 
15-minute monologue on what 
he felt were the shortcomings 
of the current crop of incum­ 
bent office holders and their 
official challengers. He con­ 
cluded that California “is rotten 
with the manure of 30 years 
. . . worse than in Washing­ 
ton.” 
In a halting brogue spiked 
with salty epithets, Simpson 
proclaimed himself “the most 
feared man in California," and 
provoked his own arrest “just 
for fun" by refusing police or­ 
ders to put down his signs 
denouncing Gov. Ronald Rea­ 
gan and others. 
The old man, whose incessant 
prowling of the Capitol corri­ 
dors led to enactment of the so­ 
called Simpson law banning 
picketers from the building, 
was taken into custody and 
routinely released.

Sacramento Valley Water 


Runoff Biggest On Record 


SACRAMENTO (UPI) - 
Record breaking amounts of 
water ran through Sacramento 
Valley 
and 
north 
coastal 
streams as a result of this 
year's winter and spring rains, 
the California Department of 
Water Resources said yester­ 
day. 
Figures released by the de­ 
partment indicated that during 
a six-month period beginning 
last October, more water ran 
down Sacramento Valley area 
streams than ever recorded be 
fore. 
The department has runoff 
records dating back to 1908. 
The department said 22.5 mil­ 
lion acre-feet ran down the 
Sacramento Valley stream s 
dunng the period 
Runoff into north coastal 
stream s topped all previous 
records for March as well as 


for the Oct. I through March 31 
period, when 22 3 million acre- 
feet were recorded 
“The runoff in each of these 
areas was more than five times 
the amount of water that will 
be required for delivery by the 
state water project when it is in 
full development after the turn 
of the century ,” said John R. 
Teannk. director of the Depart­ 
ment of Water Resources.

Busy Moffitt 
Getting Wish 


Moffitt Can 


Break Some 


Relief Marks 


SAN FRANCISCO — Before the baseball season 
started. Giant relief pitcher Randy Moffitt said he 
was expecting to get a lot of work this year. He is 
getting his wish. 


It is already a familiar sight to see the tall, 
good-looking right-hander. No. 39, strolling from 
the right field ballpen to the pitcher’s mound. He 
has done it four times already and the season is 


only six games old. 


Yesterday, when he pitched the last two innings 
against the Cincinnati Reds to preserve a 4-3 
victory for left-hander Mike Caldwell, it was his 
third save. A save to a relief pitcher is a very 
important commodity. That’s what he uses at the 
bargaining table when it comes contract time. 


THIS YEA R a save must be earned, and believe 
me. Randy, a Mill Valley resident, is earning 
every' one of them. To get a save, a relief pitcher 
must have the tying or winning runs on base or at 
bat during the time he pitches, and he must finish 
the game, “ saving” the victory' for the pitcher he 
replaces. A save also can be earned by a reliever 
pitching three full innings. 
The earlier rule awarded a save to a pitcher 
regardless of whether the tying or wanning run 
was on base or at bat and some of the saves were 
cheapies. 


RANDY GAVE I T his first run of the season 
yesterday when he had a shaky eighth inning, 
giving up a walk, a single and a wild pitch. The 
run was scored on a sacrifice fly. He got back to 
his normal way in the ninth when he retired three 
batters on nine pitches. 


“ I was trying to throw too hard in the eighth 
inning,” Randy explained in the dressing room 
after the game. “ It affected my control.” 


How does Randy feel about being called out 
every time the Giants are in trouble? “ It s nice to 
know' the manager has that much confidence in 
you,” he said. These games meant a lot to Randy 
and the rest of the Giants. “ You know' inside these 
are the guys you have to beat," he said about 
winning two of three from Cincinnati and all three 
from Houston, both teams title contenders. 


But the Giant bullpen will have to take some of 
the load off Moffitt one of these days. At his 
present pace, Randy would have to appear in 108 
games and that is doing the impossible. Maybe 
he ll get more of a rest during the team’s first 
road trip. 


TITO FU EN TES is one Giant who will get a lot 
of rest during the trip. Dr. E. C. Sailer, team 
physician, disclosed that Fuentes will remain in 
St. Luke’s Hospital for another week because of an 
injured disc in his back. Rest, said the doctor, is 
the best thing for Tito, the second baseman who 
has been hospitalized since the Giants’ first game 
of the season. 


Bobby Bonds started off the season slowly but 
yesterday’s two-for-three performance hiked his 
average to 304 
His second hit of the day, a 
towering home run to left field in the seventh 
inning, proved to be the winning blow, his second 
ga me-winning hit of the young season. 


“ IT WAS a hanging curve ball.” said Bonds, 
who added that he knew it was gone the moment it 
left the bat. Bobby, who had a terrific spring, said 
he had been experimenting at the plate during the 
exhibition season and it worked then. 


“ But the pitching is different when the real 
season begins. I was trying to hit the same way I 
did in the exhibition games and it didn’t work. 
Now I ve gone back to my old way of batting, 
back to my natural swing.”

BUSINESS MIRROR 
Chinese Are Upset 
With Trade Rumors 


By JOHN CUNNIFF 
NEW YORK (AP) - The 
Chinese are upset about news 
commentaries that trade pros­ 
pects with the United States 
have cooled, a China authority 
and corporate trade negotiator 
reports. 


Officials of the People’s Re­ 
public, Harned Pettus Hoose 
said, are anxious that trade 
relations continue to develop. 
"I was asked to please make 
this known to business circles 
in the United States. They were 
emphatic,” Hoose said 


He added: “ They are very 
disturbed ami resentful of such 
reports and ask what is being 
done to cope with them.” 


Hoose, a lawyer who was 
born and who lived 23 years in 
China, and who has spent six of 
the past 24 months negotiating 
for Am erican corporations 
there, said he was asked contin­ 
ually in a recent visit to com­ 
ment on the alleged cooling. 
“ I told them I saw no evi­ 
dence of it,” said Hoose, who 
maintains that any such reports 
resulted, in his opinion, from an 
inability of some observers to 
assess a nation as large and 
complex as China. 


“ It’s like the blind feeling an 
elephant,” he said. ‘‘One feels 
the tail and believes the ele­ 
phant is cool; another feels the 
trunk and believes the elephant 
is not.” 
The Chinese, however, aren’t 
inclined to accept such a simple 
explanation. To them, Hoose 
said, "reports about cooling off 
must originate with Taiwan or 
the Soviet Union or from circles 
that 
are 
enimical 
to the 
Chinese.” 
Partly because they believe 
the Soviets are a “ very' real 
and immediate threat,” in 
Hoose’s words, the Chinese are 
committed to economic expan­ 
sion through trade. 
In Canton, for example, the 
government has constructed an 
enormous trade building to re­ 
place older facilities. The com­ 
plex is at least 20 times larger 
than the existing facility, with 
hundreds of acres of grounds 
and buildings. 
Further evidence of a com­ 
mitment to trade, said Hoose, 
are dozens of new hotels in 
Canton. Shanghai and Peking, 
the development of more dock 
space and even a system for 
handling containerized cargo.

By 1984, many things may be 
dramatically different from to­ 
day — including the way infor­ 
mation is transmitted between 
business firms. 
“ Within ten years, virtually 
all business information will be 
transmitted from one place to 
another electronically rather 
than on paper,” according to 
Eric Lidow, president of Inter­ 
national Rectifier Corp of Los 
Angeles. IR (NYSE) is a major 
supplier of high power and spe­ 
cialized semiconductors, used 
in everything from power 
plants to TV sets. 
The load on the post office 
will be one of the biggest 
changes, he contends, and it 
may help alleviate some of the 
crushing financial problems 
which have plagued that de­ 
partment for so many years. 
Lidow predicts the post office 
will continue to handle personal 
correspondence, magazines, 
and other material sent to indi­ 
viduals, hut almost anything 
being sent from one company to 
another will be done without 
paper 
In practice, according to Li­ 
dow. the electronic information 
transfer might take place this 
way: a letter would be pre­ 
pared on an electronic console, 
similar to a typewriter but with 
an error-correction and editing 
capability, permitting each 
page to be made letter-perfect. 
When the document is complet­ 
ed, the operator pushes a but­ 
ton, moving the material elec­ 
tronically over phone lines to a 
central computer. From there 
it will be sent to the person or 
company to whom it is ad­ 
dressed, via microwave links or 
a communications satellite 
The person on the receiving 
end would be able to read the 
information on a cathode-ray 
tube )CRT», similar to a televi­ 
sion picture tube. If a file copy 
is needed, the machine will 
print out the letter onto paper. 
“ All of the hardware to do this 
exists today,” the IR president 
emphasized 
Once this technology is firmly 
entrenched in the business com­ 
munity, it will expand into the 
home, he contends. "Eventual­ 
ly, everyone who can afford a 
television set or a dishwasher 
will also have computer termin­ 
als in the house. It will be 
possible to send and receive 
correspondence, get newspa­ 
pers, be alerted to local store 
sales, and view take-out restau­ 
rant menus, library reference 
information and a hundred oth­ 
er things

Deciding the fate of the unde­ 
veloped land remaining in 
Larkspur — 35 per cent of the 
city’s territory — is the most 
important, challenging and ex­ 
citing matter before the city 
council this year, the city’s new 
mayor said today. 
Joan L. Sestak, who last 
month became the city’s first 
female mayor, said nearly all 
undeveloped land will be sub­ 
jected to scrutiny for develop­ 
ment or retention as open 
space. 
Such proposals can expect 
• get tough planning’’ from the 
city council, she said 
"In the past. Larkspur was 
known for a lot of poor planning 
and apathy.’ she said. "This 
council really is committed to 
good planning '' 
She said development propos­ 
als for San Quentin Peninsula. 
Bon Air and along Magnolia 
Avenue are all expected in the 
coming months They will share 
the spotlight with plans to or­ 


ganize a county service area to 
purchase North Ridge lands as 
open space, she said. 
"I feel very strongly that we 
have to coordinate development 
on the peninsula,” she said. 
“ Unless you do a good job of 
thinking what the uses will be it 
could be the worst traffic situa­ 
tion imaginable.’’ 
Lincoln Properties which is 
the major landholder on the 
peninsula is presently coordi­ 
nating submission of plans for 
all peninsula landholders. 
Mrs. Sestak predicted that 
even though discussion has ta­ 
pered off on a shopping center 
proposed for the Bon Ajr site, 
the issue will receive new atten­ 
tion soon. iAn impact report on 
the center, prepared for the 
Rouse Co. of Maryland, has 
been returned to the developer 
for resolution of traffic prob­ 
lems) 
"The Rouse Co. which made 
the proposal hasn't been visible 
for a while but I think they will 
be back, ' she said

She noted that a citizens com 
mittee is presently studying al­ 
ternative uses of the site. The 
committee is an example of a 
new spirit of citizen involve­ 


ment in government which she 
thinks will become more evi 
dent in future months. 
Formation of the county serv­ 
ice area will lead to a $3 million 
bond election for purchase of 
the North Ridge lands, she 
hopes. With cost to the average 
homeowner being $11 to $12 per 
year, she is hopeful of the 
bond s passage. 


Mrs. Sestak, echoing the 
thoughts of Corte Madera May­ 
or Robert J. Flahive. also pre­ 
dicted a year of cooperation 
among Larkspur and its neigh­ 
boring communities. 
She said neighboring com 
rn unities have agreed to meet 
with the Larkspur council tc 
compare general plans. And 
comment from others on devel 
opment in Larkspur bordering 
their communities will be 
sought, she said. 
Other important issues of 1974 
as she sees them are 
I A balanced budget with a 
"good hard look” being given to 


salaries of city employees whc 
have been hit, like all citizens, 
with inflation. 
2. Exploring a possible lease 
on some undeveloped land with 
an option to purchase for a new 
city library. 
3. Appointment of three new 
planning commissioners, th$ 
first opportunity for the new 
city council to control majoi 
appointments. 
4. Inclusion of moderate in 
come housing, as mandated ir 
the city’s general plan, as a 
part of new developments. 
5. Updating city ordinances 
and zoning to conform to the 
general plan so that “ wher 
these major developments 
come in we will have something 
to go by.” 
"Sure, well have a lot of 
controversy and these develop 
ments are complex ... but I'm 
generally optimistic for the 
city. It s going to be one of the 
more active years for Lark 
spur,-’ she said 


Canadians Hit

WASHINGTON (UPI) - A top 
government spokesman has 
charged Canada's new order 
requiring hormone-free certifi­ 
cates on imported U.S. cattle 
and beef amounts to an embar­ 
go, but he said the move 


“ should not have much effect” 
rn the depressed U.S. beef mar­ 
ket. 
The diplomatically worded 
but blunt criticism of the Cana­ 
dian action, which was an­ 
nounced Monday, came here 
from Assistant Agriculture Sec­ 
retary Clayton Yeutter. The of­ 
ficial said he was “ extremely 


disappointed” at the Canadian 
action. 
Under the Canadian order, no 
U.S. cattle or sheep intended 
for slaughter, and no beef, 
lamb or mutton can be import­ 
ed without a U.S. government 
certificate stating that pro­ 
ducers of the animals did not 
use DES (diethylstilbestrol).
